After some con- 
versation Muzzey proposed to pay him $oOO for 
Ihe copyright of his productions and a per- 
centage ou Ihe sales. Mr. Whitlier was vastly 
astonished, but consented to arrangement. 
Muzzey brought out the hitherto ill-dressod and 
obscure cliildien nf the poet's brain, which he 
picked up here and there in neat and attractive 
shape. The sales whiLh immediately followed 
astonished nobody so much as the poet himself 
hut he gradually reconciled himself to lliem. 
When Muzzey died Ticknor & Fields proposed 
an arrangement with Mr. Whiltier which was 
agreed to, and the blue and gold edition was 
the first result. The books were very profita- 
ble to the publishers, and might have brought 
something lo Mr. Whittier but for the fact that 
the copyright he lind sold to Muzzey for $500 
cost him $1,200 to buy hack, and thus all the 
piofits on this edition ivere lost. Mr. Whittier 
obtained IHtle or no monoy from his poetry be- 
fore tlie advent of' Snowbound,' whiuh he him- 
self considers a very indifferent bit of versifica- 
tion, ils sudden populaii'y being one of Ihe 
greatest surprises of his hfo.

South Carolina has decided that she will not 


maintain a free school system which will enable 
the black people to obtain education, aud she 
lias even determined to refuse her share of tho 
Peabody fund if it must be accepted witli the 
condition that the blacks shall have part of the 
advantage of its expenditure. That this is a 
direct violation of the solemn pledges s;iven by 
Wade Hampton in behalf of his government U 
peihaps a small matter. Nobody believed that 
either he or his party meant to tell the truth. 
But it is, in the first place a great outrage upon 
the blacks, and, iu the second place a grievous 
wrong to the State. Because former laws made 
education ot a negro a felony, South Carolina 
suBcred from misrule when the ignorant blacks 
obtained political power. They will remain 
citizens and they will have votes. Tlioy may 
be deterred from voting for a time, by tho old 
familiar methods; hut some day they will be 
wooed by two parties of the Demociacy, and 
then the policy that kept them in brutal i<-no- 
rance will begin to bear eVil fruit. No com- 
ruuuity can afford to refuse enlightenment to a 
part of Its citizens. Sooner or later, if tbe blacks 
aie not educated, their daikeued minds will not 
be able to see the light when it is of the first 
impoitance to every body, their oppiessors in- 
cluded, that they should see it.

Paul's was 
covered with lead, and the statue of Queen 
Anne, supported by figures leprsscnling ihe 
four quarters of the globe, was erected. The 
sculpior was Francis Bird. " The pulpit of St. 
Paul's was the work of John Lennox, who 
carved also the pulpits of St. P-tnl's, Coveul 
Garden, and of Si. Margarel's, Westminster, 
Uie latter the mosi richly ornamented pulpit lu 
Ihe metropolis." J n 1710—thirty-five years 
from tho laying of the first stone—Uie last, and 
highest stone of the edifice va« laid by Chiis- 
topber Wren, Iho architect's son. The cost of 
this fine cathedral was but £730,000. The in- 
terior of the cupola, painted 
by Sir James 


Thornton, Sir Christopher had intended lo or- 
nament with mosaic, like the dome of St. Pe- 
ter's at Koine. He had oven sent to Italy to 
engage skillful artists lor the work, and had also 
planned i far more magnificent altar—the ono 
put up being intended only as a temporary 
erection—but the persons who acted as his col- 
leagues in the. commission thwarted hi» plans 
and objected to foreign workmanship. 
The 
" iron fence " round Uie cathedral Wren dis- 
approved of, " but," he mentions inoncofhii 
memorials, " the doing of it was wrested from 
me." 
In writing to the commissioners, when 


his labors were concluded, he says, " If I glory, 
it Is In the singular mercy of God, \ylio has «u- 
abled me to finish my groat work so conforma- 
ble to the ancient 'model!" 
The remaining 


works of Sir Christopher Wren include ihe de- 
signing of several of the fifty churches which, 
by an act of of Pailiamcnt, in the reign of 
Queen Anne, were ordered to bo built, and the 
supeiiiitendence of the erection of ibe whole of 
them. 
Iu a paper ho wrote on that occasion, 


on the construction of churches, he expressci 
an earnest wish that "all buiials within them 
be 
henceforth 
disallowed, and graveyards 


around them abolished, and transfened lo the 
outskirts of the town. Both customs," he as- 
Berls, "being not only unwholesome in them- 
selves, but, by creating damp, tending nlso to 
hasten the decay of the edifice." 
Wren was an 


architect of Chelsea College, and erected a great 
part of Greenwich Hospital. He designed a

He was the conlroller of ihe 


works at Windsor. 
He built the College of 


Physicians, 
considered 
unsurpassed for its 


acoustic and optical uiciits, and reconstructed 
tbe spire of Chicbester Cathedral, on a syitpin 
which, by counteracting the force of the south- 
westerly gales, maintained it in ils perpendicu- 
lar position. 
Hampton Court has been es- 


teemed tbe least satisfactory of Sir. Chiislo- 
pher's works. It was sereiely criticised at the 
time of its erection, and its low cloistered es- 
pecially condemned ; so much so that William 
III., iu whose reign it was built, felt com- 
pelled fo acknowledge that his own particular 
orders had been followed lu its arrangements.— 
Temple Bar.

TORTOISES AT WEATHER IXDICATOBS.— If 


there be any any truth iu a paper read by n 
French savant at a recent meeting of tbe Acad- 
emy of Sciences in Paris, eveiy well-regulated 
household should have one or more tortoises 
about the premises. According to M . Bouch- 
ard, tortoises take extraordinary precautions 
against cold weather. Their instinct tells them 
in the milder seasons when tha thermometer 
is likely to fall to freezing point, aud toward 
the end of autumn warns them also of the ap- 
proach of winter. In both cases they take pre- 
caution to screen themselves from cold, and by 
carefully observing them, M. Bouchard has fpr 
years been enabled to regulate bis hotiouse. 
At the end of autumn, when tbe winter 
threatens to be severe, tortoises creep deep into 
the earth, so as to completely conceal them- 
selves from view. If, on the contrary, tbe win- 
ter promises to be mild, they scarcely go down 
an inch or two, j list enough to protect the optn 
ings of their shells. Last J«uua/y, which n-ns 
so mild they even went about. Last month, the 
thermometer ataudtng at SO deg. Fahrenheit, our 
author saw his tortoises creep into the ground, 
and that very night tbe glass fell to 28 deg. 
Fahrenheit. Ou the 1st inst., the mercury 
being at 110 deg. Fahrenheit In the sun, one 
of tlio tortoises hid itself; on the following 
morning there was boar frost.

PHILADELPHIA., Sept. 24, 1877. 


EDITOII GAZKTTE :—All matters of local in- 


terest last week were on Saturday swallowed 
up by a shock that brought consternation to 
the hearts of the people of Philadelphia, aud left 
a cloud of gloom which it will take days to dis- 
pel. John S. Morton, President of the Market 
street railway, and President of tlie Permanent 
Exhibition ; John S. Morton, who was the first 
to break the seven cent fare monopoly of the 
passenger railway companies; the first to suc- 
cessfully introduce steam street cars ; the first. 
to place the exhibition on a substantial basis; 
the fitst in fact in every great enterprise des- 
tined to benefit the city; John S. Morton, tho 
ideal of tens of thousands, has confessed to the 
misappropriation of a million and a half of dol- 
lars belonging to the Market street line, and 
laised by means of a fraudulent overissue of 
stock. 
Had this been Ihe word of a moment, 


had he. in an evil hour, fallen like the angels 
from a high estate, the people would havega/.ed 
with mingled wonder, pity and forgiveness on 


I lit act,; but he confessed that the thing had 
been going on for seven years, and such an ad- 
mibsion removed him for the time from the 
sympathy of all but those who best knew the 
noble qualities of his nature. 
To-day, however, 


his personal statement has been given to the 
public, and we discover that his first wrong 
step was made in the Iiopo of shielding others 
fiom loss, and this ground could and doubtless 
would coon have been recovered. Cut in or- 
dor to make the overissue necessaty to meet 
these comparatively insignificant obligations he 


Ires in the effect which the labor party will have 
at the polls.

quehanmi, and runs up Ihe valley along the 
Lycoming creek.

grows narrower and narrower, until there is 
only room enough from for a wagoa road upon 
one side of the now very small creek, and a 
railroad upon the other.
